Baste corners to linen, having outer 
edges of corners V2 inch in from hem- 
stitching. With a ruler and pencil, draw 
a line around tatted corner, touching 
the p’s. With Mercerized Crochet (or 
matching embroidery thread), work 
buttonhole stitch around the tatted cor- 
ners and over the penciled line as for 
cutwork, making a stitch into each p 
to join lace to linen. Cut away linen at 
back of lace. 

CENTER MAT . . . Cut a piece of linen 
I8V2 x 36 inches. Make a iy 4 -inch 
hem all around with hemstitching. 
Work and insert 4 corner motifs as for 
place mats. Now make 2 more inserts 
as follows. Work as for corner motif 
until first spray is completed. Skip 4 
scallops of flower, attach shuttle thread; 
make a second spray exactly opposite 
first spray. Baste one insert at center of 
long side of runner, V2 inch in from 
hemstitching, and finish as for corners. 
Sew second insert at opposite long side 
to correspond. 

NAPKINS (Make 6) ... Cut 6 pieces of 
linen, each 18 inches square. Make a 
Vi-inch hem all around with hem- 
stitching. 

Napkin Insert: Work as for corner motif 
until first spray is completed. Baste lace 
insert on corner of napkin so that outer 
edge is Vi inch in from hemstitched 
edges, and finish as for other inserts. 
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Tatting is an Art 



Tatting is an Art . . . that is based on 
one easy-to-do stitch. When you master 
that stitch, you have mastered the entire 
art. Take care to follow closely the di- 
rections for dropping the fingers and 
stretching the thread and — in a short 
space of time — you will be creating 
with ease laces of beauty. 

Beginners will find it easier to use a 
coarse thread so that the stitches can 
be readily seen. Size 20 or 30 Mercer- 
ized Crochet is excellent for practice. A 
tatting shuttle 2 l / 2 t0 3 inches is used 
for fine or medium work; longer shuttles 
are available for coarser work. 

HOW TO HOLD THREAD: 

Hold the flat sides of the shuttle be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the 
right hand. With the left hand, pick up 
the end of the thread between the thumb 
and forefinger, encircle the 3 remaining 
fingers and bring it forward to thumb 
and forefinger, holding firmly (Fig. l). 

MAKING THE TATTING STITCH: 

The tatting stitch is made in two parts 
and is referred to as "double stitch.’’ 
To make the first part, hold the thread 
in position as described above. Pass 
shuttle thread under and over fingers 
of right hand. Without turning or re- 
leasing the shuttle, slide it under and 
then over the thread between the fore- 
finger and middle finger of the left 
hand (Fig. 2). Now drop the middle 
finger of the left hand and stretch 
the shuttle thread tightly; immedi- 
ately, still keeping the shuttle thread 
stretched tightly, extend the finger that 
has been dropped, thus sliding the stitch 


down the stretched shuttle thread (Fig. 
3). Hold stitch firmly between thumb 
and forefinger of the left hand. Practice 
this step until you can perform it with 
ease. The stitches must be made so that 
they will slip easily along the circle of 
thread in the left hand. 

To make the second half of the double 
stitch, slide the shuttle first over and 
then under the thread between the fore- 
finger and middle finger of the left hand, 
drawing it through the loop formed by 
the shuttle thread (Fig. 4). Now drop 
the middle finger of left hand and com- 
plete stitch as before (Fig. 5). This 
completes the double stitch which is the 
basic stitch for all tatting (Fig. 5a). 

WORKING WITH A BALL AND 
SHUTTLE, OR TWO SHUTTLES: 

A ball and shuttle are used when the 
design contains chains or scallops. Two 
shuttles are used when the design con- 
tains rings of different colors. Rings are 
usually made only with the shuttle, and 
chains are made with the shuttle on the 
ball thread. Drop the thread which is 
not in use until it is needed again. 

ABBREVIATIONS AND 
DEFINITIONS: 

r . . . Ring. When the desired number 
of stitches is made, draw up the shuttle 
thread so that the first and last stitches 
meet, forming a ring. When "r” appears 
at the beginning of directions, get the 
thread in position around the fingers of 
the left hand to start the ring. 


1 r . . . Large ring, 
sr . . . Small ring. 

ds . . . Double stitch. A combination of 
the two half stitches. 

p . . . Picot. To make a picot, draw first 
half of double stitch to within a little 
space from previous one (instead of 
close to it) . Second half of double stitch 
will automatically complete picot (Fig. 
6). In all tatting directions, the stitch 
that closes the picot is not considered 
part of the loop, but is counted as a 
double stitch. 

Ip . . . Long picot. A long loop (y 4 
inch) between stitches. 

sm p . . . Small picot. A small loop ( 1/g 
inch) between stitches. 

sep . . . Separated. 

cl . . . Close. 

rw . . . Reverse work. 

sp . . . Space. 

ch . . . Chain. A series of double stitches 
made with the shuttle on the ball thread. 

Josephine Knot ... A ring made of 
single stitches like the first half of the 
double stitch, drawn up very closely to 
form a circle. 

Joining . . . Tatting is joined at the 
picots. Insert a crochet hook or pin 
through the specified picot, catch the 
thread encircled on the left hand, and 
draw it through the picot. Pass the 
shuttle through the loop thus made and 
tighten it as for any other stitch (Fig. 7 ) . 
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
